ing a hearing on the 30th inst. 
Dr. Allen, while refusing to ad- 
mit hig wife had left her home 
in New York to come to his rescue, 
stated that he expected funds 
within a few days and that he had 
no friends here with the necessary 
amount to bring about his free- 
dom. 

He further stated that he would 
not fight extradition but would 
willingly return to the Pennsyl- 
vania city.and face the charges 
which he asserts are false and 
the result of the enmity on the 
part of the husband of Helen 
Cruze, the latter having posed as 
Dr. Allen’s wife here, according to 
un admission said to have been 
made to police. 


TAKEN TO JAIL 

The school-teacher prisoner was 
arraigned before Justice Baird 
acting for United States Commis- 
sioner Long, yesterday morning 
and the hearing was set for the 
30th inst. Ball was fixed at $2500 
and Dr. Allen was taken to the 
County Jail after he informed the 
court he did not have that amount 
at the time. He appeared in court 
unaccompanied by counsel but 
yesterday afternoon stated that he 
would retain ‘an attorney soon. 
Allen was arrested on a fugitive 
warrant, the charge being the I- 
legal transportation of Myrtle 
Cruze, 18 years of age, from Sa- 
bot, Va., where he formerly con- 
ducted a school, to Pittsburg.

“I am un- 
der arrest because Cruse desired 
to get even with me. I caused 
his arrest in Virginia and the re- 
sulting publicity forced me to close 
the -school. Myrtle Enloe, one of 
the girls I brought here with me, 
is my legal adopted daughter and 
my wife in New York has several 
others with her.“

are under detention at Juvenile 
Hall awaiting word from the Pitts- 
burg authorities. The latter is ex- 
pected to be taken to Pittsburg to 
appear as a witness at the Mann 
Act hearing.

Melbourne Men Glean Data 
for Victoria Roads 


Impressed With Large Loads 


The American nies system, 
with everything thereunto apper- 
taining, is being subjected to a 
careful study by three Australians, 
A. R. Stamp. J. M. Ashworth and 
E. Dillon, all from Melbourne, who 
are now in Los Angeles, stopping 
at the Hayward. 

These gentlemen who hold high 
positions in the railway service 
of Victoria, have been sent to the 
United States by the railroad com- 
missioners of that State to glean 
such information as they can about 
American ruilway methods, with a 
view of applying such therof as 
will fit conditions in their own 
country. 

They arrived at Vancouyer some 
seven weeks ago and have been 
traveling southward since, mak- 
ing tinepections as they went, 
reaching Los Angeles yesterday. 
They will stay here for three or 
‘four weeks and wil] then go east 
to continue theiz researches and 
will return to their home land by 
way of Canada. 

We have already inspected por- 
tions of the Southern Pacific, the 
Santa Fe, the Union Pacific and 
@ part of the street car and elec- 
tric systems of San Francisco and 
Los Angeles, including the Pacific 
Electric here,” said Mr. Ashworth. 
“We plan to go to Chicago, New 
York and other Eastern centers 
after leaving Los Angeles, and then 
to Montreal. We have counted on 
devoting some seven months to 
our investigations. In addition to 
the railroads we are also acquaint-_ 
ing ourselves with allied industries, 
such as the manufacture of air 
brukes, Pullman cars locomotives 
and other railway equipment.” 

COURTESY ABOUNDS 

The Australian railway men ex- 
pressed themselves as particularly 
impressed with the large scale 
on which the railway bisiness is 
conducted in the United States. 
“We have noted especially the 
great mileage, the heavy _ traffic 
and the ndous loads your 
trains carry.“ Mr. Ashworth wid. 
We have also been impressed with 
the great pains taken by your rvads 
to give service. We never saw any- 
thing like it. The unfailing court- 
esy of your railway men is such 
as to make it a pleasure to travel in 
your country.” 

In this connection the Australian | 
suggested that this courtesy had 
not been confined to the railroads 
alone but had characterized every- 
body with whom they had come 
into contact in America. I should 
say that courtesy is a distinctive 
feature of American business life 
as we have found it, he added. 

In comparing the railway busi- 


ness in Australia with that in 
this country, Ashworth said 
that the one ference was the

FACT AND COMMENT 


The elimination of grade cross- 
ines, at least on the principal 
thoroughfares of Los Angeles and 
its environs is daily becoming in- 
creasingly important, as attested 
by the number of serious accidents 
which have occurred recently.

At this rate Los Angeles, which 
has maintained its rank of third 
city in the country in building vol- 
ume, may become a close contender 
with Chicago, before the end of

This 
showed a gain of 400 per cent in 
cars shipped over the season of 
1916 and indicates the gain made 
in the juice grape market during

It appeared that when the lot was 
originally purchased the buyer evi- 
dently overlooked the fact or had 
forgotten that the cross streets did 
not run at right angles with the 
street on which his lot f 
Therefore, when the house was 
built, it was set at right angles to 
the street which it faced and not 
parallel with the cross street. This 
meant that two corners of the 
house extended onto the adjoining 
lots. 

“Such a mistake could easily 

ve been avoided had the lot been 

rveyed before the house was 
built. Such a survey would have 
cost not more than $25 or $30 at 
that time, whereas it now cost the 
owner several hundred dollars, 
owing to the fact that the house 
had to be moved onto his own lot 
and a new foundation laid.”

July 21.—Accomfing to a recent 
statement by John E. White, 
treasurer of the Southern Pacific 
of Mexico Railroad, with the ap- 
proaching end of the canteloupe 
season in the Imperial Valley, 
crops in the northern part of So- 
nora are beginnt to reach the 
United States, and are being di- 
verted to various points over the 
Southern Pacific. Vegetables and 
potatoes which are raised exten- 
sively near Magdalena and on the 
Del Rio line between Cananea and 
Nogales are now being shipped. 
Exceptionally fine potatoes are 
raised in the her sections of 
Northern Sonora. These Sonora 
tatoes will com e with any 
rought into the United States 
from more famous potato-growin 
countries, the railroad  officia 
claims, and while the crops are 
not heavy at present, additional 
acreage is being put into potatoes 
and the industry will grow con- 
siderably in the next few years.

July 21.—Work on the 600,000 
peso contract for the improvement 
of Hermosillo’s street, water and 


sewer systems is progressing rap- 
idly. Employment to many Mex- 
icans has been furnished by this 
program of city development. The 
contract has been awarded to Luis 
Kelsey, engineer of Nogales, Aris. 
who states that much of the ma 
terials used in the Hermosillo con- 
tract will be purchased in South- 
ern California. Among various 
items needed are thousands of bar- 
rels of Portland cement. 
cting Governor Senor Flavio 

Borquez has annownced the arri- 
val from Mexico City of a num- 
ber of engineers sent by President 
Obregon to make estimates and re- 
ports on the building of a system 
of important roads necessary to 
open up some of Sonora’s great ag- 
ricultural and mining districts. One 
proposed road will leave the bor- 
der at Nogales, traversing the fa- 
mous agricultural and mining re- 
sions of the Altar district and lead 
to tidewater at Port Libertad on 
the Gulf of Lower California. 

The cities of Nogales, Ariz. and 
N les, Sonora, are solidly behind 
the building of this road and are 
pledging a considerable amount of 
assistance in the way of money, la- 
bor and supplies. 


FAVORS DEVELOPMENT 

Gov. Flavio Borquez, comptrol- 
ler of the Mexican treasury, who 
was chosen to fill the unexpired 
term of Senor Adolf de la Huerta, 
constitutional governor of Sonora. 
pending the beginning of the term 
of Governor-elect Senor Alejo Bay 
in September, has proven popular 
and is encouraging the fnaugura- 
tion of pus progressive meas- 
ures looking to the development of 
the resources of the State and the 
employment of labor. 

At the Costa Rica ranch, west 
of Hermosillo, extensive experi- 
ments are now being conducted to 
determine the possibility of ob- 
taining artesian water for irriga- 
tion. Mr. Phil Head, veteran well 
driller of Arizona, recently arrived 
at Hermosillo with -rigs and equip- 
ment for the deep testing of this 
district. He is equipped to drill 
to a depth of 1000 feet. Los An- 
geles capitalists have obtained an 
option on the Costa Rica ranch 
and are financing the search for 
artesian water. It is reported that 
the geologic conditions are favor- 
able. At Pesquiera Station on the 
Southern Pacific de Mexico 
Railroad, thirteen miles north of 
Hermosillo, a fine artesian well has 
been developed for railroad uses. 
Should the present program of 
drilling be successful, !t will add 
a great stimulus to the develop- 
ment of the land between Hermo- 
sillo and the gulf. The soil is a 
rich silt of great depth built up 
from the overflow of the Sonora 
River through countless agec. The 
land is especially adapted for cot- 
ton raising and all manner of 
cereals and fruits, and is practical- 
ly frostiess.

progress of construction in Los An- 
geles and Southern California, ac- 
cording to E. Earl Glass, executive 
secretary of the Southern Califor- 
nia Chapter of the Associated Gen- 
eral Contractors of America. 

“The construction program 
throughout Southern California is 
at present so great and the short- 
age of these tradesmen so sevtre 
that much building now in prog- 
ress will undoubtedly be delayed,” 
declared Glass. 


Glass. 
number of contractors in our or- 
ganization have been unable to ob- 
tain any at all even at a wage con- 
siderably in advance of the scale.“ 
“The vocational trade classes at 
the Maple avenue and Polytechnic 
High schools, where 41 appren- 
tice bricklayers are being taught 
the trade, are aiding greatly to re- 
duce the present scarcity, but even 
they are unable to turn out enough 
workers to meet the demand.” 


FREE COURSES 


The vocational classes are being 
sponsored by the Board of Edu- 
cation. Courses of instruction, 
which are free, are given during 
the day and in the evening. Ow- 
ing to a lack of facilities only a 
limited number can be accommo- 
dated in the classes at one time 
and more than 126 are awaiting 
enroliment. From four to eight 
weeks are required to complete the 
course. 

George E. May, of the firm of 
May & Grimwood, was forced to 
delay work on several] jobs early 
this week after he had endeavored 
for several days to recruit a crew 
of five bricklayers. 

“I found it impossible to secure 
tradesmen at the regular wage 
scale and was compelled to pay a 
bonus,” said Mr. May.

J. C. Ha- 
wards Of this firm said yesterday 
that “we have been trying for sev- 
eral days to recruit a crew for 
jobs in outlying districts and find 
that we must pay carefare and a 
bonus to secure even the few men 
that we can get.”

‘growth of population. 
This output more- 
over Was not caused by the war 
to any extent because three-fourths 
ot the total has risen since the 
of the war. There are cer- 
tain loca] reasons which can be 
understood quite readily. For one 
thing, the motion-picture film in- 
dustry has developed on account 
of the superior sunlight and be- 
cause of the variety of scenery 
close at hand. Once the industry 
was established, moreover, there 
is the advantage of being in a 
center where all phages of the in- 
dustry are fully developed. Again 
the great development of oi] has 
resulted in a demand for oil drin- 
necessary store transport 
this product. 


BUILDING SHORTAGE 


The shortage of building oc- 
casioned by the war, resulted in 
an extensive building program 
throughout the country. In Los 
Angeles, where the increase in pop- 
ulation has been unusually rapid, 
the building shortage was cu- 
larly acute and building here has 
been on an enormous scale, This 
has created a demand for all kinds 
of material going into ng op- 
erations. 

The increase in population has 
necessitated extension on the part 
of all public utilities; an increase 
in laundries, ice cream factories, 
bakeries and all such industries. 

These features, however, do not 
in themselves explain fully why 
manufacturing should jump from 
$278,000,000 to 81.000, 000, 0% de- 
tween 1919 and 1923. There are 
usually a variety of causes for 
any period of rapid expansion 
which, taken together, create a 
rapid forward movement. Some- 
times many of these causes are 
not obvious to most observers.

WORLD SITUATION 
The general world situation has 


nas probably had some bearing on the 


recent impetus given to manufac- 
turing in Los Angeles. The war 
upset the balance which had pre- 
viously existed. There was a great 
increase in manufacturing capaci- 
ty in United States, Canada, Aus- 
tralia and other countries. After 
the war, these countries, in order 
to provide employment for this 
increased capacity, hastened to put 
on high protective tariffs. 

Manufacturers in this country 
were impatient until the adminis- 
tration put through the higher tar- 
iff, which went into effect some 
time ago. During 1921 and 1922 
many of our manufacturing indus- 
tries in different parts of the 
country were seriously depressed. 
This higher tariff haa probably 
kept out a certain amount of im- 
portation from Great Britain and 
other countries. At the present 
time Great Britain is suffering from 
a good deal of unemployment and 
stocks in old well established man- 
ufacturing concerns are selling at 
a low level. Germany is still dis- 
organized and is not making any- 
where near the effort in foreign 
markets which was made before 
the war. At least temporarily. there

HIGH OCEAN RATES 

Another form of protection from 
foreign competition was in the 
high rates of ocean transportation. 
War ocean freight rates were ex- 
ceedingly high. At the present 
time, however, ocean freight rates 
from New York to European 
are only about one-fifth as high 
as they were in January, 1920. In 
the same way there has been a 
reduction in water rates from the 
Atlantic Coast to Los Angeles. The 
increase in railway freight rates, 
however, has added to the cost of 
laying down merchandise here 
from the Middle West and has 
been a form of protection to man- 
ufacturers in this section. Where 
there is a great deal of business 
activity the question of immediate 
delivery is important. There has 
recently been a high state of busi- 
ness activity in various parts of 
the country anda great demand for 
merchandise. Under such circum- 
stances the ability of local manu- 
facturerg to make immediste de- 
livery has been a factor in their 
favor. If business slows down this 
would not be so much of an ad- 
vantage. 
Manufacturing in the United 
States had its inception during the 
war of 1812 and the years imme- 
diately following when importation 
into the United States of European 
products was shut off. The start 
obtained in manufacturing in New 
Engiand at that time was sufficient 
to launch a movement which never 
relapsed. During the recent war 
Australia greatly increased her 
manufacturing capacity to meet 
war needs. Now that this manu- 
facturing industry is established 
and has been given a protective 
tariff it will probably maintain its 
own. Some other country has, to a 
certain extent, lost thereby a val- 
uable market for its manufactured 
It is the same way in Cana- 
da. If manufacturing in Los An- 
geles has been stimulated by ex- 
ceptional local demand at a time 


fully supply the market, it is logi- 
cal to assume that these local man- 
ufacturers will probably survive 
indefinitely. When once investment 
has been made in factories and 
machinery and experience has 
been obtained, the local manufac- 
turer is a hard competitor to beat. 
It is exceedingly unfortunate, from 
the standpoint of the older coun- 
tries in Europe, that they should 
be wasting time over political dif- 
ferences when their old markets 
are becoming self-supporting and 
in some cases more ‘than self-sup- 
porting. 
RAW MATERIALS 

One of the particularly inter- 
esting features of this development 
in Southern California is that the 
apparent disadvantage of not be- 
ing well situated for obtaining 
cheap raw materials is possibly 
to be overcome. For example, the 
growth of cotton in California and 
Arizona, although it has gone 
through termporary difficulties, does 
give promise of an ultimately large 
supply of cotton raised in this 
immediate section.

That J. A. Farnsworth of Whittier, whose lifeless body was found 
in a fumigating plant close to an open cyanide gas tank Sunday, took 
his wife because he had the impression that his wife was too friendly 
with another man, is the opinion of Chief Deputy Sheriff Harry 


Wright and Deputies Chester Allen and Walter Hunter. This opinion 


was arrived at following the questioning of W. G. Palmer, an itinerant 


preacher, yesterday by Allen. 

Palmer travels from city to city 
preaching the Pentecostal faith 
and living in his automobile when 
not cared for by some of his fol- 
lowers. He told the investigators, 
they said, that he had lived for a 
time with the Farnsworths while 
conducting meetings in Whittier. 


ORDERED TO LEAVE 
After he had stopped with them 
for some time, Farnsworth ordered 
him to leave, he said, and for sev-. 
era] days after that he camped in 
his car, being supplied with food 
secretly by Mrs. Farnsworth. 
Farnsworth ordered his wife to 
have nothing to do with Palmer az 
he thought the latter a dangerous 
man, following which there was a 
difference of opinion between the 

couple over him, Palmer sald. 
It was at first believed that 
Farnsworth had been murdered 
when residents living near the 


cries of “They are killing me,” an 
hour before the body was found. 
Investigators now believe that is 
making this cry Farnsworth meant 
that his wife and Palmer were 
driving him to his death through 
their conduct.

-“SCARAMOUCHE” HISTORY 


Settings of Ingram Play Authentic Pictures of France 
in Eighteenth Century 


search necessary before a big featu 


It was not so much the question 
of how to present a film version 
of Rafael Sabatini’s adventure 
epic, Mr. Ingram declared, as it 
was a problem of catching the vital 
atmosphere of the story by a faith- 


ful reproduction of the tale's set- 
ting. To accomplish this meant a 
veritable rebuilding in the Metro 
udios of French life as it was 
ed in the time of Louis XVI. 
Contrary to popular conception, 
the matter of costumes in the pro- 
duction of such a picture is only a 
part of the intricate and vexing 
problems confronting the director. 
The architecture of the times, the 
customs of the people, their meth- 
ods of living and the mode of 
building their house—all of these 
factors enter into the problem. To 
carry out all of these details faith- 
fully in the filmi of “Scara- 
mouche” meant mon of study on 
the part of experts. | 
It is now a matter of record that 
a period of seven months of re- 
search work of the most exhaustive 
nature was completed before even 
the first scene was filmed, that a 
complete and comprehensive I- 
brary treating on the French Revo- 
lution was gathered together at the 
studio, that antiques, documents 
and facsimiles of historica] papers 
were imported from abroad and 
that a small coterie of historians 
Was attached to the Ingram staff 
during this production. 


‘EXPERT ON THATCHING 

No one but those actually con- 
nected with the producing of 
“Scaramouche” can realize the 
countless difficulties that are en- 
countered in producing, with per- 
fect technical and historic accu- 
racy, a motion picture of this type. 
In building the little village of 
Gavrillac, it was necessary to send 
for an expert to properly thatch 
the roofs of the huts, for the dis- 
covery was made that the French 
peasant had a very unusual way of 
building his hovels. 

In laying out the twelve Paris 
streets of that period, a map of 
Paris printed in 1785 was secured 
as a guide. In order to correctly 
pave these streets with cobble- 
stones, it was necessary to haul 
ninety-three wagon loads of water- 
worn rocks from a distance of 
twenty-six miles. The Palais de Jus- 
tice and City Square at Rennes, the

The British in Jerusalem would 
like to see the long-lost tomb of 
King David unearthed, and Brit- 
ish officials have sent to each na- 
tion of the world the invitation 
to arrange a acientific expedition 
for this purpose. A number of the 
governments approached have ex- 
pressed great interest in the proj- 
ect, but so far no definite ar- 
rangements for expeditions have 
been announced. The plan is that 
all of the expeditions are to work 
in co-operation, so that a evste- 
— search for the tomb can be 
made.

A BEGGAR’S REVENGE 


In that time, a beggar came to 
the door of the monastery, so the 
story goes, and asked for food. 
Being refused, he angrily went

The beggar knew that David is 
honored by the Mohammedans as 
a great prophet. Very soon the 
people of this faith were aroused 
to the desire of possessing the 
tomb of the prophet.

A member of the American

While two countries argue over 
the site on Mount Zion, arch- 
aeologists direct their attention 
toward Mount Ophel, the eastern 
hill of Jerusalem. This hill is 
generally agreed upon as the one 
time “City of David” and it is 
here that the excavations are to 
be made. 

The soil of Ophel is not hard to 
dig into, as it is mostly ashes and 
debris. The main difficulty is to 
keep the excavated area boarded 
against the loose, slipping soil. 
The old Siloam tunnel in this 
vicinity has fer some time in- 
trigued scientists. Its crooked 
course suggests to them that the 
tunnel was dug so as to avoid the 


royal tomb. 


The tomb of David has been 
sought before on this hill, with 
no success. At one time, a party 
of Britishers who were particu- 
larly interested in the reports of 
the tomb treasures obtained per- 
mission from Constantinople to 
look for the sepulchre of Daivd on 
Mount Ophel. The treasure proved 
elusive and the ‘diggers became 
discouraged. One night they went 
up to the Moslem Dome of the 
Rock where Solomon's temple 
once stood and bribed the guard 
to allow them to dig under the 
sacred srock, whence Mohammed 
is supposed to have gone off to 
heaven. 


A MASSCRE IMMINENT 
The evening's research there 
yielded no discovery of any im- 
portance, and they departed. 
Later the Moslems discovered that 
the place had been tampered with. 
It was a feast day and the mosque 
was crowded with worshipers. The 
frenzy aroused by the desecration 
came near to starting @ massacre, 
and the diggers left Jerusalem 
hastily.

A similar tale of a supernatural 
protection round King David's sep- 
ulchre dates from the time of the 
Crusadés. A Spanish rabbi who 
visited Jerusalem recorded that 
fifteen years before, one of the 
walls of the temple had fallen and 
stones were taken from the original 
walls of Zion to repair the breach. 
Two laborers digging up these old 
stones found that one stone formed 
the entrance to a cave. Thoughts 
of treasure gave them courage to 
explore the place and they descend- 
ed to a hall supported by marble 
pillars and adorned with gold and 
silver. Treasure chests lay about 
the hall, and on-a table were the 
acepters of David, Solomon and 
other Hebrew kings. 

Just then a violent blast of wind 
threw the two men to the ground 
where they lay unconscious until 
evening. As they slowly roused, 
they heard a voice commanding 
them to leave the tomb, and they 
struggled out, terrified. 

The religious authorities of Jeru- 
salem proclaimed that this place 
must be the tomb of the kings and 
ordered the entrance walled up. 

Whether the Spanish rabbi was 
correctly informed or whether his 
account is merely a revival of the 
Herod story is uncertain. If the 
sepulchre of David was indeed dis- 
covered as late as the twelfth cen- 
tury it was only to be sealed again 
and its hiding place in the City of 
David forgotten.

Ley Up Sur plas te Ruhr for 
French to Seize

Goods Destined for Foreign 
Trade Confiscated 
Employees’ Morals Ruined

ESSEN, July 21.—Germany made 
a costly error in her game of pre- 
venting France and Belgium from 
obtaining reparations in the Ruhr. 

The occupying powers have now 
started the seizure of both the 
manufactured and half-finished 
products which German manufac- 


turers have deen  industriously 
turning out during the half year of 
occupation to keep their plants 
and employees busy and storing 
against the time when it would be 
possible to sell them in the mar- 
kets of Germany and the world. 
The French and Belgians now 
have at their mercy a vast rich 
booty in steel, steel products, lo- 
comotives, agricultural machinery 
and other products of highly devel- 
—— Ruhr industry representing 
almost the entire six months’ out- 
put of the Krupp, Stinnes, Thys- 
sen and other great Ruhr indus- 
trial establishments. 

The action is comparable to the 
confiscation of everything manu- 
factured in Pennsylvania during a 
half year, and the proceeds will 
go far toward converting the Ruhr 
into the “productive pledge” de- 
sired by Premier Poincare if the 
occupying powers are able to ar- 
range for the shipment and sale 
of * Vast stock now at their dis- 


sal. 
Word is hastily going around to 
check production to the lowest 
minimum so as to lay up nothing 
more for the invaders to seize. 


WORKERS CONCERNED 

Your correspondent finds the in- 
dustrialists greatly concerned over 
this latest development in the situ- 
ation. It is difficult to maintain 
the working morale of men who 
have little to do except potter about 
the works, making a bluff of earn- 
ing their wages on clean-up and 
repair jobs and encouraged to sol- 
dier on their jobs. 

A high Krupp official told your 
correspondent last week that they 
expected a hard job in getting even 
Krupp’s well-disciplined labor 
army, whose morale is decidedly 
highér than that of the average 
Ruhr workman, back to honest 
productivity after the otcupation 
troubles are over. The plant then 
was producing only half-finished 
articles, the manufacture of mar- 
ketable finished products having 
been suspen when the danger 
of requisition was realized. This 
furnished quarter to half-time em- 
ployment for the working forces. 
Even that would have to cease if 
the French seized the stocks, 
whereupon the Communist Satans 
would find ample work for idle 
hands to do. 

A revival of the so-called Com- 
munist disorders in the great Ruhr 
cities, he said, would be almost cer- 
tain if there were any further dif- 
ficulties with the food supply or ad- 
justing unearned wages to the cost 
of living. 

FORBID PAY TO UNEMPLOYED 

The shutting down of factoriés to 
prevent their output falling into 
French hands has produced an- 
other grave complications. Gen. 
Degoutte ruled that wages might be 
paid only to men actually at work, 
while ali funds destined as pay for 
the unemployed to continue 
sive would be subject to 
seizuré. The German authorities 
already are under the greatest diffi- 
culties in smuggling funds to pay 
striking railwaymen and the mere 
technical difficulties of running in 
tons of paper currency to meet the 
weekly pay roll of such vast estab- 
lishments as the Krupp and Thys- 
sen plants under the eyes of the 
French troops and an army of 
French spies throughout the Ruhr 
would be virtually insuperable. 

“No pay, no passive resistance,” 
is, as was explained yesterday, the 
determinant factor in fixing the 
possibility of continuing passive re- 
sistance, so the Gerlman govern- 
ment and industrialists are up 
against it hard if France and Bel- 
gium continue their tactics of seiz- 
ing manufactured 

A great controversy has been 
raging between the French and 
German governments regarding the 
extent to which the ench are 
able to seize and move stocks of 
coal and coke to 42 the volun- 
tary fuel deliveries fore the oc- 
cupation and make the Ruhr occu- 
pation profitable. Widely variant 
statistics are used on either side in 
the controversy, byt your corre- 
spondent was able, during investiga- 
tions on the ground, to obtain esti- 
mates from both French and Ger- 
man sources which corresponded 
closely enoygh to justify a claim 
of reasonable accuracy. 

The estimates agree on placing 
the movement of coke at about 
7000 tons daily. A Frénch engineer 
said that from 12,000 to 15,000 
tons of coal are being loaded and 
shipped from the mines daily. 
Germans figured the coal crossing 
the western frontier into France 
and Belgium as only 6000 tons 
daily, but the discrepancy is easily 
explainable as due to the amount 
required to run the railways end 
to supply the other needs of the 
occupying powers in the occupied 
area. 

Voluntary fuel deliveries before 
the occupation amounted to about 
60,000 tons daily, France and 
Belgium obtaining less than one- 
third and probably nearer to one- 
fifth of the fuel furnished by Ger- 
many before the occupation. The 
difference between deliveries then 
and now must be written off as a 
daily loss agai the balance of 
the Ruhr occupation. 

Both the French and German 
estimates agree that the Inter- 
Allied Coal Commission has laid 
hands on about 6,000,000 tons of 
coke and coal, enough to maintain 
shipments for several months at 
the present rate. In addition to 
that, 5,000,000 tans of coal and a 
rich booty in manufactured prod- 
ucts are now available. 

The occupying powers developed 
another gold mine by seizing the 
currency in * Reichsbank 
branches, which hes yielded them 
to date. according to German 
tabulations, close to 2§0,000,000,- 
000 marks, or about $1,500,000.

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OLD AMERICANS | 


COLOR-CLASSED 


Scientists Start Research 
of Complexions 


Curious Facts Disclosed by 


Few Brown Eyes Noted in 
Thousands Examined 


{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.] 
WASHINGTON, July 21.—Two 
thousand Americans whose ances- 
try is American-born for three 
generations have been used as lab- 
oratory subjects in a study of some 
racial characteristics. Dr. Alex 
S. Hrdlicka of the Smithsonian 
Institution has spent twelve years 
collecting data on the coloring of 
eyes, hair, and skin of this many 
“Old Americans,” and he reports 

some interesting findings. 
Everywhere 
Americans with blue eyes, gray 
eyes, green, brown, and black eyes, 


in every possible shade and mlx- 


ture.. American hair, too, runs 
the gamut of natural colors in 
hair. But what is the typical 
American coloring, stripped, of 
course, of any rouge, henna, 
whitewash, hair dye, or other dis- 
guises? 

Dr. Hrdlicka’s answer to this 
particular question is about what 
most of us would expect. Two- 
thirds of the men and three- 
fourths of the women who come of 
established American famil.es are 
found to have skin of intermedi- 
ate coloring, brownish, but not 
dark enough to be termed dusky 
or swarthy. In the majority of 
these cases medium brown hair 
goes with this kind of skin. 


NOT POPULAR IDEA 

So far as the eyes are con- 
cerned, however, the scientist's 
definition of medium is not so 
alosely in line with popular ideas. 
Most 22 would probably say 
offhand that brown eyes are the 
most common, As a matter of 
fact less than one-fifth of che 
people exam.ned had pure brown 
eyes, either light or dark. The 
majority the old Americans 
had eyes that the scientist calls 
mixed, that is, light in color with 
specks, rings, or other traces of 
brown. At a short distance or on 
casual inspection many eyes of 
th.s class would probably Pass 
for brown. But the scientist who 
looks for the fine variations in 
nature finds it advisable to 41 
Vide the human eye into fourteen 
color classes, and even then some 
individuals refuse to fit into any 
one class. 

Thus, among the Old Americans 
examined there were a few whose 
eyes did not match. The right 
eye of one of these subjects was 
greenish, while the left was 
medium blue. In another, the 
right eye was gray with traces of 
brown, and the left was medium 
brown with traces of gray. One 
woman had gray eyes, on@notice- 
ably lighter than the other. This 
mismated condition of the eyes, not 
infrequently seen in white cats, is 
comparatively rare in human 
beings, since it was observed in 
only fourteen out of the 2000 sub- 
jects. 

The eyes of American women, 
for some obscure reason, proved to 
be 8 per cent darker, in the gen- 
eral run, than those of the men, 
though women are inclined to have 
fairer skins. 

Pigmentation in the human body 
is a subject which needs a great 
deal more investigation, scientists 
declare. The exact nature of the 
coloring substance, or substances, 
is still uncertain. The differences 
between the sexes are also mysteri- 
ous. 

NO BALD-HEADED WOMEN 

One study shows that out of 200 
women between 20 and 60 years 
not one was bald or nearly so. Yet 
37 per cent of the men between 50 
and 60 years were entirely or two- 
thirds bald. Women do lose their 
hair to some extent, as the in- 
vestigations show; but the loss is 
slight, even in most elderly women. 
In a good many men, on the other 
hand, baldness begins to set in be- 
fore 30 years, and once the con- 
dition starts it generally makes 
more or less steady progress. 

Dr. Hrdlicka suggests that the 
weight of a woman's hair may act 
as a tonic to the scalp, and thus 
promote the vitality of the hair. 
That women do not wear tight- 
fitting hats is another oft-repeated 
explanation of the difference in 
loss of hair between women and 
men. The subject, however, has 
never been thoroughly investigated. 

In grayness of hair there is an- 
other unexplained difference be- 
tween the sexes. Grayness long be- 
fore old age is frequent in both 
men and women, but at every age 
men have a stronger tendency to 
turn gray than women have. In a 
group of men under thirty years, 
twenty-six in a hundred haa begun 
to turn gray, while only about fit- 
teen in a hundred women had any 
gray at the same ages. 

Dr. Hrdlicka attributes the prev- 
alence of gray hair and early bald- 
ness to the state of our civilization. 
The hair tends toward an earlier 
senility and loss, he says, because 
it is Of leas organic use to man liv- 
ing under modern conditions than 
it has been in the past, and nature 
does not tolerate for long what has 
become useless or weakened. Both 
early graying and physiological loss 
of hair are a part of the trend of 
present evolution in civilized hu- 
manity. The prophecy is also made 
that women will probably lose their 
hair at an increasing rate, though 
not to the extent common in men. 


COLORING IS USEFUL . 

Pigmentation is now generally 
understood to be a protective de- 
vice. Primitive man is said to 
have had a brown skin, hazel to 
dark brown eyes, and reddish 
brown to black hair. He lived in a 
warm region and needed protection 
against the hot rays of the sun. In 
a later era tribes spread away to 
the north. The climate there was 
damp and chill. Men sought shel- 
ter in houses and warm clothing. 
Large amounts of pigment became 
less important to these people. and 
Nature economically reduced the 
supply. Thus, the blond Nordic 
race emerged. The people of cen- 
tral Europe lost some of their ear- 
lier coloring too and became inter- 
mediate in type. Southern Euro- 
peans and tropical groups were 
still exposed to great heat from 
the sun, and in consequence they 
retained as much coloring sub- 
stance as was proved needful. 

Faired-haired peoples are in the 
minor.ty in the world's opula- 
tion, and we are apt to think o 
black hair as fairly common. But 
out of almost a thousand girls of 
old American stock there was 
found some 7 per cent of real 
blonds, and only 1 per cent with 
fully black hair. Red-headed 
women were slightly less usual 
than blondes. These three varia-

quite so frequent among the 
men examined. 

One of the unexpected revela- 
tions of the study in old Ameri- 
cans is that there does not appear 
to be a vast amount of difference 
in the coloring of the typical 
American and the typical En- 
‘Slishmen. It must be taken into 
consideration that these Ameri- 
cans examined come of stock 
which nas been in this country 
some years, and that recent im- 
migration would undoubtedly low- 
er the percentage of blond Ameri- 
cans. What the comparison indi- 
cates is that both Americans and 
English fall into the medium 
Pigmented group, neither race 
being typically fair. 

While the modern man and 
woman are said to be gradually 
dispensing with hair as an acces- 
sory of doubtful importance, pig- 
mentation is thought by some 
scientists to be on the increase in 
both America and England., due 
to climate, habits, and food in 
these countries. 

Information of this sort regard- 
ing racial characteristics is not 
merely enlightening. Anthropolo- 
gists say that it can be put to 
great usefulness. Identifying and 
studying the typical American of 
the present and of the past and 
future are matters of importance 
to the social sciences. 

One anthropologist points out 
that the governments of Europe 
have called in advisers in military 
and financial lines. They have 
u experts in transportation and 
subsistence. But they have never 
thought it necessary to have 
ethnological advisers. The Ver- 
sailles Treaty, he thinks, would 
have been a more satisfactory 
document if attention had been 
paid to the racial inheritance of 
the nations concerned.

against drugs. 


OPIUM OUTLAWED 


Henceforth the use of opium for 
other than medicinal purposes is 
declared illegitimate throughout 
the world. The production of 
opium should be restricted to the 
minimum amount necessary for 
medical purposes. The provisions 
are general, but constitute a basis 
upon which civilized nations will 
make a united attack upon the 
misuse of the drug, which long has 
been the curse of the Far East and 
which in recent years has become 
a grave meance to western na- 
tions. 

Suppression of the opium traffic 
was treated in effectually in The 
Hague convention of 1912, after 
which little was accomplished until 
the League started working in con- 
junction with the United States and 
resumed the work begun at The 
Hague The League appointed an 
advisory committee on the traffic 
in opium and other drugs. 


DELEGATES TAKE PART 

Mr. Porter, chairman of the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee; 
Bishop Brent and Surgeon-General 
Blue are the first delegates from 
the United States to take an official 
part in any League undertaking. 
They also played the principal part 
in the work of investigation in the 
last two years.

In May and June, each year, 
thousands of Christian Pilgrims 
still journey to Antipolo, to worship 
the Virgin, which was believed in 
the days when the Philippines were 
governed from Mexico, to protect 
the galleons that sailed yearly 
between Manila and Acapulco and 
brought the tribute in Mexican 
silver pesos and occasional bishops 
and governors. The Virgin would 
calm the seas and fortify the gal- 
leons against the Dutch, British 
and Moro pirates. In 1689, when 
the Chinese of Manila rose in ro- 
bellion against unjust taxes, the 
Virgin, at the head of the govern- 
ment troops, gave them the 
strength of gods. The Chinese 
were overpowered and many thou- 
sands of them‘ put to the sword. 
Eight thousand, in fact, were 
killed. 

This Virgin is a brass image. N 
is considered a miracle that the 
Chinese could not burn it when 
they fired the sanctuary where it 
was kept. Lo, it was wafted 
through the air to the branches of 
a dapdap (fire) tree, and not even 
its lace garments were scorched. 
An enraged Sangley (Chinese trad- 
ers were called Sangleyes) stabbed 
it with his lance, and the wounds 
can still be seen. Years later it 
was proposed to paint the wounds 
over, in imitation of blood stains, 
but the paint would not stick. 


PROUD OF WOUNDS 

Proud of wounds received in 
defense of the faith, the Virgin of 
Antipolo would not permit them 
to be covered. She hax a long his- 
tory, hence the long annual pil- 
grimages to her shrine. Besides, 
there ig money in it, and it is en- 
tangled with social customs. 

Strangely enough, Chinese par- 
ticipate in the annual veneration of 
the Virgin of Antipolo. The au- 
thorities have just arrested a hos: 
of them for gambling there. With 
the intimate history of church 
fiestas in the islands, ig bound up 
the history of desecration of the 
exalted purpose of the holy func- 
tions by Celestials who profane 
them by feasting, wine drinking 
and gaming. And alas, it is not 
alone the Celestials that give way 
to earthly influences on such occa- 
sions. The Chinese arrested at

The government takes no steps, 
of course, to stop such compara- 
tively innocent practices as the 
veneration of the Antopolo Vir- 
gin: the better opinion of Catholics 
deals with such conditions. Mogt of 
the cloying superstitions and the 
fanatic notions cling about the 
churches of the friars, who are not 
amenable to the archbishop nor 
popular with the Filipinos. Still 
they have wealth, wealthy churches 
and power. 

It is with more dangerous things, 
such as holy wells likely to spread 
cholera, miraculous springs gush- 
ing forth from chapel altars in the 
midst of the rainy season after 
typhoon floods, that the govern- 
ment deals—and with fanatics, 
Mohammedan and otherwise, who 
lead bands of armed believers into 
the hills as the late Acbara did.

Another Zuni phenomenon was the social 
hermaphrodite—an order of males who 
studied from youth to do the work and imt- 
tate the appearance of females.

The practice, which pre- 
sumably originated in the need of more fe- 
male workers, is now frowned upon by the 
more advanced Zuni leaders.

LL THROUGH these months there 
were trailing across Illinois and down 
the Ohio groups of Eastern Abolitionists 
and Free Soilers, men, women and children, 
crusaders, determined that squatter sover

Early in 1856 Paul Shelby called a second 
convention, this time of anti-Nebraska edi- 
tors. They met in Decatur, and Lincoln 
found it convenient to be in town. He took 
no part in the day's public meetings, but 
when his help on the resolutions to be 
adopted was asked he gave it. He accepted 
an invitation for the banquet which was to 
be held in the evening, and spoke thus op- 
enly, going over to the bolters. He felt, he 
said, a sort of an interloper, and was re 
minded of an incident of a man not pos- 
sessed of features the ladies would call 
handsome, who, while riding through the 
woods, met an equestrienne. (Mr. Lincoln 
hardly used that word. It certainly was 
put in his mouth by the editor who later told

graph! He reined his horse to one side of 
the bridle path and stopped, waiting for her 
to pass. She also checked her horse to a 
stop, and after looking him over in a curt- 
ous sort of a way finally broke out with: 

“Well, for the land’s sake, you are the 
homeliest man I ever saw.” 

“Yes, ma’am, but I cannot help that.’ 

“No, I suppose not, but you might stay 
at home.

A State convention of anti-Nebraska 
forces was called for May 29, 1856, at Bloom- 
ington, and Lincoln this time accepted his 
appointment as a delegate from Sangamon. 
He was on hand for the meeting. That it 
was a great convention there is no doubt. 
One of the reports of a Chicago correspond- 
ent began with this paragraph: 

“May 29,9 a.m. The train arrived here 
an hour ago. The porches, halls and door 
ways of the Pike House are crowded with 
a dense mass of delegates. Men are here 
from all parts ot the State. Egypt ts in

pouring of the people.” — 
Principles Laid Down for New Party — 
Were Voiced in Last Speech 

LL THAT followed at the Bloomington 

convention of 1856 justifies this cor. 
respondent's enthusiastic firs. paragraph. 
They organized. Men spoke. The thing 
went as well as a thing of that sort possibly 
could. It was left to Lincoln to make the 
speech which really crystallized the ele- 
ments of the new party beyond any possi 
bility of crumbling. The “lost speech” they 
have always called what he said that day 
—lost because under the emotion and sweer 
of it no reporter kept his head sufficiently 
to take a note. 

Back in the 90˙ when ‘working on @ 
Life of Lincoln in Illinois, one of the most 
tantalizing experiences was meeting some 
men who had been present at ths conven- 
tion and who proceeded to give me a glow- 
ing version of this miraculous legendary 
speech. There was Thomas J. Henderson 
of Princeton, Joseph Medill and George 
Schneider of Chicago, J. B. Cunningham of 
Urbana, Judge Scott of Bloomington. The 
spell was still on them, but as for telling 
me what Lincoln said there was not a man 
that could give me any idea. I have before 
me the yellowed notes made in Bloomington 
after a talk with Judge Scott. “PUniless 
one heard that speech he cannot know 
what eloquence is,” he had told me—and 
this from a man of controlled expression. 


It was a challenge to one gathering up 
fragments to re-create.an. episode, and 
went from place to place and man to man, 
trying from talk and newspaper files to col- 
lect enough little pieces to form at least the 
outline of a speech. It was while at this 
work I learned that Henry C. Whitney, a 
young lawyer who had been with Mr. Lin- 
coln at Danville in the days before the con- 
vention, who had gone to Bloomington with 
him and who had heard the speech, was 
said to have made and preserved notes. Mr. 
Whitney was still living, a half invalid, at 
Beachmont, Mass. And there I made my 
way, and found it to be a fact that he alone, 
of all that body gathered in the hall at 
Bloomington, had sufficiently kept his head 
to set down something of what Mr. Lincoln 
had said. 


When I urged Mr. Whitney, in the name 
of McClure’s Magazine, to write out his 
notes, he was reluctant. They were too im- 
perfect, he said, and he showed me the 
yellowed sheets with their faded bits of 
writing—imperfect indeed, but still volum- 
inous. I think he had long wanted to try 
to make something out of these savings but 
feared the result. When he finally yielded 
to my urging, he did his work with the ut- 
most care, though with many misgivings. He 
knew well enough that whatever he pro- 
duced would be severely criticised and he 
went over and over his notes, carefully 
comparing them all with printed sources. 
When his work was finished he made no 
other claim for it than that it was the best 


he could do, after so iong a time, with the 
material that he had.

That may be true, but there were at least 
two persons, friends of Mr. Lincoln, and of 
importance in this movement, at the Bloom- 
ington convention, that felt differently in 
1896. Among those to whom the magazine 
submitted the manuscript of Mr. Whitney's 
report before publishing it was Mr. J. B. 
Cunningham of Urbana, whose honesty and 
fitness to judge of the speech I take it, that 
no one, even in the McLean County Histori- 
cal Society, would question. “After forty 
years,” Mr. Cunningham writes, “I recog- 
nize. very much in the utterances, manner 
and spirit of the speech, especially in the 
moderation which lie counselled.” 

Mr. Whitney’s report made the strongest 
impression on-Mr. Joseph Medill, the editor 
It stirred him to a

parts of his letter have been published at 
different times, I do not recollect that the 
letter as a whole was ever printed, and I 
am therefore including it in this article.

op 4 OU INVITED my attention recently to 

H. C. Whitney’s report of the great

The First Republican Convention 
Caused New Party Cleaverage 


“WW HILE this state of things was going 
on the first State Republican Con- 
vention ever held in Illinois, assembled in 
Bloomington, May 29, 1856. It was com- 
posed of Abolitionists, Free Soil Whigs and 
‘Anti-Nebraska’ Democrats. Owen Lovejoy 
embodied the first named, Abraham Lincoln 
and John M. Palmer the second and third 
elements. The whole united made the new 


State ever since, though Palmer, now Sena- 
tor, returned to the Democratic party, tak- 
ing Trumbull with him, several years ago. 


“At this Bloomington Republican conven- 
tion delegates were appointed who voted to 
nominate Fremont for President. Abraham 
Lincoln was placed at the head of the State 
electoral ticket, and Colonel Bissell (of the 
Mexican War) was nominated for Gover- 
nor, and free soil resolutions were passed. 
Mr. John M. Palmer presided and made a 
stirring free soil speech. Mr. Lincoln, who 
was a delegate, counselled every step that 
was taken in his quiet, persuasive way. A 
sharp dispute broke out in the platform 
committee between the radicals, led by the 
Abolitionist Owen Lovejoy (afterwards M. 
C.,) and O. H. Browning (afterwards Sena- 
tor and Secretary of the Interior) leading 
the conservatives.

Legalized Trade in Liquors 
Beats the Bootleggers 
CURIOUS condition was produced 
A here by the almost absolute prohibition 
caused by the blockade during part of the 
war, Through 1917 and 1918 almost no Ha- 
uor could be brought in and legally sold. 
This, the authorities claim, acted in much 
the same way as total prohibition in the 
United States. They say also it had the 
same condition as to drunkenness, wiith 
they assert, but which I doubt, now exists 
in the United States. As soon as the people 
here found they could not buy all the liquor 
they wanted at a reasonable price, private 
illegal stills were instituted, and the pri- 
vate manufacturer and bootlegger flooded 
the market so that drunkennéss went up 
like a shot and kept going up until liquor 
was supplied after the old methods, when 
the drunkenness began to decline. It is 
now far below what it was in 1918. The 
people can get liquor legally and the boot- 
leggers have vanished. Dr. Ivan Bratt, the 
originator of this Mot-book system, an@ at 
the. head of the movement for the regula- 
tion of liquor legislation in Sweden, tells 
me that he believes a strongly controlled 
legalized trade in liquors is better than 
prohibition, on account of the illegal actions 
that always arise out of prohibition. He 
says there are many factors that prevent 
prohibition from being prohibitive, and that 
no law can be enforced unless there is a 
general sentiment in favor of that law. 
Otherwise it will act in the opposite direc 
tion for which it was intended. He does 
not believe prohibition as it now exists in 
a permanent suc- 
cess. 


Combination of Circumstances 
Results in Swedes Going Broke 


URING my stay in Stockholm, I have 

had talks with all sorts and conditions 
of men, including bankers, captains of in- 
dustry, and Sweeney, the everyday man of 
the street, as to the financial situation. 
The general concensus of opinion seems 
to be that Sweden is broke, Millionaires 
of yesterday are now walking the streets, 
and women who, three years ago, rode in

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Many are selling their jewels and some own 
houses they are too poor to keep up. This 
is the outcome of a strange combination of 
circumstances in these inflation days. 
Shortly after the war begah Sweden was 
swept by tidal waves of gold from Russia 
and Germany. She sold to the Allies as 
well as to the Kaiser, supplying raw mate- 
rials in the way of iron and timber, as well 
as steel bars and other stuffs for muni- 
tions, She sent cellulpse to Germany 
which was made into clothing, and wrought 
iron and also cast iron in pig. 


The result was that all the industrials 
rose in value and speculation was rife. In 
1915 600 new companies were organized 
and in 1918 more than 1500 flooded the mar- 
ket with new stocks. During the four years 
of the war the bank clearings increased 
500 per cent and the deposits were doubled 
and the savings accounts grew by hun- 
dreds of millions of dohlars. The people 
were shut off from investing abroad and 
they bought loca] stocks and kept on buy- 
ing, thinking they were making more mon- 
ey the higher the stocks rose. Then the 
war neared its close. Sweden was shut off 
from the rest of the world atid its business 
dwindled to nothing. Everything fell, the 
companies stopped paying dividends and 
those who owned shares were forced to sell 
to be able to live. There was no demand 
for the stocks outside Sweden. They 
dropped lower and lower and thousands 
were ruined. I understand that things are 
growing better today, but the money of 
Sweden is on a gold basis, and for this 
reason the lands of inflated paper curren- 
cies can not trade with her. And so good 
hard money is here causing ruin while just 
across the Baltic, cheap paper is bring 
a like condition to Germany. Truly the eco- 
nomic situation of Europe “passeth all un- 
derstanding.” 


Sweden Not Permanently Injured 
by Fi | D ‘ 

ND still I cannot believe that the finan- 

cial status of Sweden fs desperate. 
Most of the business of Central and North- 
ern Europe is founded on the sands of in- 
flation. Swedish business is based upon 
gold, and the national debt is only $350 per 
family. The country has assets of $3,000,- 
000,000 or $4,000,000,000, and obligations of 
enly about one-tenth that amount. The 
government has a surplus of more than 
500,000,000 gold dollars. 


And then look at the resources of Sweden. 
A countfy like this cannot be permanently 
injured by any temporary money depres- 
sion. It has farm products which bring 
in $500,000,000 per annum and 10,000 
factories which are annually making 
goods approximating $750,000,000. The 
Swedes were selling steel tools long before 
Tubal-cain, the grandson of Methuselah 
and brother of Noah, worked at the forge. 
The forest industries of Sweden alone pro- 
duce something like $100,000,000 per annum 
and from its waterfalls it is now getting 
about 1,250,000 horsepower with upward 
of 6,000,000 more horsepower yet to de- 
velop.

Punishments should follow the natural 
course of events and be the result of the 
child's own act.

Encourage imagination. At the same time 
train the child to distinguish between imag- 
ined happenings and actual facts.

And it was a 
yr game. Now tell mother just what 

ally truly did happen.” 

Never discuss a child in his presence or 
his hearing. This applies equally to the well 
child and to the sick one. It develops a 
self-consciousness that is most undesirable,

Medical Guesses 


P. SWEENEY writes: 

“How much can we depend upon med- 
foal science to determine if we are in good 
health or, if we are ill, to determine the 
cause of our illness? 

This question was raised in the May num- 
ber of Physical Culture Magazine in the 
first of a series of articles dealing with the 
experiences of an individual whose illness, 
a slight one, was diagnosed as proceeding 
from ten different causes by eleven differ- 
ent physicians. 

“The individual, Ray L. Herman, news- 
paper artist, visited, in all, eleven physi- 
cians. He described the symptoms of an 
annoying intestinal disorder that had trou- 
bled him for nearly a year. With the excep- 
tion of one physician who told him he was 
suffering merely from a lack of fresh air, 
exercise and proper diet, all of the doctors 
professed to recognize the illness as the 
manifestation of a more or less deep-seated, 
and more or less serious, disease, growth or 
defect within the patient’s system. 

“After tinkering around for several 
weeks, first treating for laryngitis, next 
tonsilitis and again pharyngitis, one doc- 
tor horrified young Mr. Herman by the sug- 
gestion that he was suffering from syphilis. 
A Wasserman test disproved the suggestion. 
Ulcerated stomach was the diagnosis pro- 
pounded by another physician; adhesions 
and inflamed gall-bladder was discovered 
by another. But an X-Ray examination re- 
vealed the abdominal area to be free from 
any and al! inflammations, adhesions or ul- 
cers. Other physicians believed they had 
traced the cause of Herman's difficulty to 
the nose and throat, and prescribed accord- 
ingly. Each of the physicians prescribed, 
in fact, according to his diagnosis. Result, 
an array of medicine bottles and pill boxes 
suggesting the compounding room in a phar. 
macist's shop.”

Potatoes 


R. VIRGIL MacMICKLE writes: 


“Potatoes, either white or sweet, are 
better baked than cooked in any other way. 
When cooked this way, at least some of the 
skin should always be eaten, along with the 
potato. Before potatoes become very old, 
that is, before too late in the season, the 
entire skin may be eaten and enjoyed. And. 
in parts where succulent vegetables 
scarce it is positively imperative that the 
skins should be eaten to give the system 
enough alkaline mineral salts to maintain 
the alkalinity of the blood and to prevent 
diseases springing from acidosis, or ‘acid 
blood.’ And this, even though it may be 
late in the season and the skins tough and 
leathery. In fact, it is at this season that 
it may be necessary to eat skins and all, 
for it is then that succulent foods are most 
liable to be unobtainable in many parts of 
the country and the néed for the alkaline 
ash of the potatoes greatest.”

„ “Sunlight is one of the most effec- 
tive of Nature's vitalizing agents. The an- 
cients who worshiped the sum were nearer

ern scientific research has discovered that 
the rays of the sun possess peculiar thera- 
peutic powers, and that they actually pene- 
trate the tissues of the body. Some authori- 
ties hold that this penetration may extend 
to a depth of several inches. The depth of 
the penetration depends upon the color of 
the skin; the lighter the skin, the deeper 
the penetration. 

“The effect of a sun bath upon any part 
of the body is to increase the circulation of 
the blood through. that part, stimulate the 
circulation of the blood in the skin, and 
open up the superficial blood vessels, in this 
way relieving congestion of internal or- 
gans. By this means high blood pressure 
can often be very materially lowered. 

“Another effect of the sun’s rays is to 
stimulate a greater activity in the glands. 
This increased glandular activity, in con-

“Anyone can take the sun.treatment in 
his own home. The most effective manner 
is to expose the nude skin to the sun's rays, 
although the treatment may be taken 
through a light gown. It ig conveniently 
taken lying on a couch before a large win- 
dow, or on a porch, or in any place where 
the sun's rays can strike directly upon the 
body. It can be taken through a glass win- 
dow; but this is not as effective as glass. 
even clear glass, will filter out part of the 
rays. In most instances the entire body 
may be exposed; but occasionally the rapid 
dilatation of the superficial blood vessels 
causes a temporary feeling of weakness. 
If this be the case a part of the body can be 
exposed at atime. A good plan to follow 
is to divide the bath into four exposures, 


exposing the whole body. It is well to cover 
the head and face, as exposure of them may 
cause a slight headache. 

“The ‘dose’ should be just as much as can 
be comfortably taken, but care should be 
taken not to sunburn the skin at first. The 
first exposures should be for only a few 
minutes at atime. After the skin becomes 
accustomed to the sun's rays, the length of 
treatment may be rapidly increased. In fact, 
as the skin begins to tan, a much longer ex- 
posure is necessary in order to get the same 
result, because the tan-pigment resists to 
a certain extent the entry of the rays to the 
deeper tissues. 

“Usually the minimum time for the sun 
treatment is from a month to six weeks: it 
can frequently be taken from three to four 
months with great benefit. 

“High candle power electric lamps have 
been devised to imitate the sun's rays, and 
many people are deriving benefit from 
treatment from them. This treatment has 
the disadvantage of being quite expensive; 
while for the present, at least, until some 
monopolist gets a ‘corner’ on the sun. Sun- 
shine is free.”

The food habits which each of us acquires 
in our childhood become natural to us and 
were we taught to eat only the raw fruits 
and vegetables it would be better for us, 
as such foods tends to prevent disease and 
to prolong life. | 


Tt is an easy matter to shape the eating 
habits of the young child toward natural 
foods and the right time to start it on the 
right foods for a lite of health is at the 
weaning age. 

Were the child taught to eat of fruits and 
vegetables in the raw condition as its sole 
diet from the start after its weaning, such 
foods would become the fixed food habits 


Such foods are natural and all right for 
the weaned child and if they are right for 


continued successfully to the end of 
life? 

It is plain enough for anybody to 
that milk is the natural food only of da 
hood. It is plain to be seen 
is the natural food only for the first 
of the child's life. Milk is the natural 
of the child till it is weaned or 
short time afterward, or till 
taught to eat of the fruits and vegetables, 
and water. 


Why should anybody trouble himself by 
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is also 8 food for the adult life? Why 
should any man doubt the wisdom of the 
obvious plan of nature? 

Why not accept the plan of nature as 
final, for it is not clear to any thinking per- 
son that milk is the natural food only of 
infancy? Since nature has a fixed food 
plan for man’s own good why should he 
trouble himself by trying to improve up 
on it? 

Since nature has set a limit for milk as 

@ food for the first year or year and a half 
of childhood, is it not well for us to let the 
milk question rest there? Milk being un- 
natural as the main article of food for chil- 
dren after they are weaned, causes them 
become sickly. 
The use of milk after weaning is the 
Principal cause of bad teeth early in the 
Ute of children. 
Too much milk and the eating of cooked 
foods are responsible for soft and decaying 
teeth of children: The fevers of children 
are milk fevers. The diseases of children 
are milk-caused diseases or fevers caused 
by feeding on soft, pasty, or other cooked 
articles of diet. 

Were the foods of children confined to 
the eating of natural food, could it happen 
that their teeth would become soft and de- 
cayed? Could nature have made a mis- 
take? Is it not obvious that cookery and 
cow's milk are unnatural foods and that 
„ these foods are the main cause of bad 
teeth? 

Milk if taken im small quantity may be 
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comparatively harmiess, yet would it not 
be better for children were they taught to 


As an extra food allowance to be used 
sparingly, children might be given whole 
wheat bread as being less harmful to them 
than the boiled cereal mushes with milk 
used so extensively. It 
were they to 


and how much better it 
parents and teachers and for society at 
large. The children are made ill by wrong 
eating, for what else could be the cause of 
so much sickness among them? 

Rarely would a child be sick were it sub 
sisting on fresh fruits and*fresh vegetables, 
and water. Children take naturally to fresh 
raw foods. I have children under my care 
that have never eaten meat, eggs. butter, 
cheese, sugar, or milk. 

These children passed to the natural, un- 
cooked plan of diet gradually, after their 
weaning. All of them were taught to de- 
pend solely on this natural diet by the time 
they were 18 to 22 months old. 

None of them have used milk since their 
weaning nor have they ever eaten of ice 
cream or pastry or other cooked articles of 
food. They are fine, handsome, strong and 
healthy children, and of the least amount of 
trouble to their parents and none of them 
have been seriously sick. The oldest child

CHAPTER XXVII - 

N THAT new position my work consisted 
of keeping four small ledgers. One con- 
tained the names, numbers, cell num- 
bers and sentence of all men received 

in that house; another had the names and 
numbers of the inmates received and kept 
there, and opposite the said names and num- 
bers entries were made as to the clothing 
and cell supplies that each one was issued 
from time to time; a third ledger was called 
the merchandise book; and on each Friday I 
would receive from the men of that cell- 
house and duly enter in that book orders for 
‘merchandise that the prisoners wished to 
purchase fro mthe prison commissary; and 
the fourth was known as the punishment 
book, in which all known fule-violation and 
punishments were duly recorded. Apart any 
from that work I distributed the mail, which 

came in once a day, wrote our reports that 
the ¢ cellhouse custodian wished to make to 
the front office from time to time, kept a 
sick-call sheet upon which the names of 
those wishing to see the doctor were en- 
tered, and did scores of odd jobs that would 
arise as extras from time to time. 

During the twenty-four hours there would 
be three different men in charge of the cell- 
house. The first, or day man, was on duty 
from 8 a. m. until] 4 p. m.; the second from 
4 p. m. until 12, midnight; the third from 
12 until 8 a. m. 

: My own hours on duty were from 6 a.m. 
until 9 p.m., but as a matter of fact all the 
actual work would be finished by 5 p.m., 
and there were days during the week in 
which 1 would not actually do two hours’ 
work for the State. With the exception of 
Tuesdays and Fridays—days upon which 
merchandise orders were entered and sup- 
plies issued—I would not average more than 
‘three hours a day of State work. | 

A majority of the men who held jobs like 
that would simply sit around in the office 
and talk with officers on duty. For my part 
I at first talked with them a great deal, en- 
joyed some of the talk—in fact learned a 
great deal from some of them-—and made 
friends with practically all, a few proving in 
time to be in every sense of the word real 
friends. 

As to prison guards in general they are. 
about like the average policeman. That, 
however, is not classifying them; for there 
are as many different types among prison 
guards and policemen as there are—in pro- 

portion to the number—different types 
among prison inmates or free people at 
large. In so many ways I found out things 
concerning the characteristics of prison 
guards and officers in general at that 2 
Practically all were, I believe, honest; 
few though—perhaps five per 3 
just as crooked as the average prison in- 
mate, and now and then in that five per cent 
a guard might be found who stood farbelow 
the average convict in general principle. 

Occasionally some ex-prisoner writes 
about his experiences and condemns all of- 
ficials. Practically all such writings, how- 
ever, are one-sided, exaggerated or filled 
with that detestable spirit of “I, the greatly 
sinned against one.” 

I could even then see clearly just how my 
course of conduct had inevitably led me to 
a place where a terrible crash in one way or 
another could be the only result. I was 
sorry because of my past and the conse- 
quences of it, but common sense and ordi 
nary reason told me that looking backward 
could profit nothing. 

In the prison there was no regular chap- 
lain and different denominations from the 
city were permitted to take their turns on 
Sundays. A speaker—usually a clergyman 
—and five to fifteen other persons would. 
come and hold services in the chapel. 


Occasionally some of the services. were 
such that the prisoners also joined in the 


The denominations seemingly interested, 
in that kind of prison uplift were as fol-

"HE new Minister to Sweden, Robert 
Woods Bliss, is a professional diplomat. 

He was appointed last spring to this post 
in accordance with the policy of Secretary 
of State Hughes, who believes that our 
diplomatic officers should be trained in the 
business and rise gradually from  secre- 
taries to ambassadors. Mr. Bliss entered 
the service shortly after he graduated from 
Harvard in 1900. He began as private sec- 
retary to the Governor of Porto Rico. A 
year or so later he was Sur consul at Ven- 
ice, and the year after that was connected 
with the embassy at St. Petersburg. He 
has been stationed at Brussels, Buenos 
Aires and Paris, where he was counselor 
to the embassy during the war and the 
Peace Conference. Later still he was charge 
d'affaires of our legation at the Hague. 
He is now only 48 years old, but his long 
experience ought to make him a valuable 
minister, 


Minister's Palace a Place 
_ of Royal Romance. 


UR last minister was Ira Nelson Morris, 

a millionaire pork packer, but a suc- 
cessful diplomat withal.. Morris was a 
Democrat and he came from Chicago, but 
he lived in a palace. He slept in the bed of 
a prince, and entertained gorgeously for 
Uncle Sam, where royalty trod. Moreover, 
there is an interesting romance concerning 
his palace. It was built with money fur- 
nished by the Czar as a wedding gift to the 
Princess Maria, one of the royal family of 
Russia. Her full title is the Grand Duchess 
Maria Polovna and she was a daughter of 
the Grand Duke Paul Alexandrovitch and 
the niece of the Czar who was killed by 
the Bolshevists. She was married to the 
second son of the reigning King of Sweden, 
Prince Welheim,. Duke of Sodermanlend. 
After the wedding the Duke came to live 
in the palace, which afterward became 
the American Legation. The Prince was 
then 24 and the Princess 18. They spent 
their honeymoon in the palace and had a 
son there, but, as time went on, the Swedish 
temperament did not somehow accord With 
the Russian, and the Princess Maria de- 
cided to leave She crossed the Baltic to 
Berlin and there, in a railway station, was 
met by her brother, the Grand Duke Dmitri, 
who took her back. to Russia with him. She 
escaped from Russia in time to avoid the 
terrible fate of others of the royal family, 
and ran off to Paris where she got a 
vorce. When she left Russia she had only 
her jewels and these kept her alive for 
some time. They were all finally sold, and 
now she is earning her living by keeping 
an embroidery and dress-making shop at 
the French capital, where she sells goods 
over the counter. The son, in the meantime, 
has been adopted by the Queen of Sweden 
and he is being brought up in the royal 
palace, 
Prince Withelm, who was always fond 
- of the Princess Maria and- devoted to her, 
has since wandered far and wide in his 
grief. He has diluted his sorrow with sel- 
ence, having equipped sevetg] large explor- 
ing expeditions and traveled in wildest 
Africa and parts of South America, where 
it is claimed no white man had been seen 
before he came there. He had in his parties 
as many as twenty or thirty scientists and 
his researches are said to be of value. 
Some of his articles have been published 
in American magazines.. He has given a 
lecture on Africa during my stay in Stock- 


Before the Russians went Bolshevik, the 
question of involving Norway and Sweden 
in the war hung by a hair. The Swedes 
have long hated the Russians and they 
feared the Czar while the Russians were 
acting with the Allies. Russia was build- 
ing military railroads across Finland, and 
in case the Germans were defeated the 
Swedes feared the Czar might seize the iron 
mines of Lapland and Narvik, an open port 
on the Norwegian coast, and annex all 
Northern Scandinavia. 


A warning to this effect had already been 
issued in 1912 by Svan Hedin, the Asiatic 
explorer, who published a pamphlet of sev- 
enty pages, entitled, “A Warning Word.” 
In this Hedin pointed out Russia's ambi- 


themselves ready for war. The book cre- 
ated a sensation and with it, as propa- 
ganda, about $4,000,000 was raised by sub- 
scription for battleships. In 1914 Hedin 
published a second warning, and the excite- 
ment became so great that 30,000 farmérs 
elected by the country population, came 
to Stockholm and, in an address to the 
King came out on the balcony of the royal 
stand any new taxes he might wish to im- 
pose for the defense of the nation. The 
King came out on the balcony of the Royal 
Palace and told the peasants that he would 
not fail them, and would not compromise 
in any Vital question regarding the Father- 
land. He told them that this meant a long- 
er military service for the citizens, hard 
winter training and a considerable increase 
in the army and navy. After that all party 
lines were forgotten, and Parliament voted 
a big extra fund to maintain Sweden's neu- 
trality; and make it ready should she have 
to fight. 

How much this situation meant was 
hardly appreciated in America. The Swed- 
ish army on a peace footing has less than 
92,000 men, but every Swede from the age 
of 20 to 42 is liable to service and the total 
number on the rolls amounts to 655,000. 
There were times during the war when the 
Swedes were on the edge of joining the 
Germans. They were angry at the Allies 
and our Minister had much to do in per- 
suading them to maintain their neutrality.

My first feeling was one of resentment. 
Then, said I to myself: “Now here—don't 
be like these other fellows in here, and 
like these other fellows in here, and like 
most people everywhere. Get irritated, if 
not downright angry, when someone tells 
them the truth about themselves, particu- 
larly about their defects.” 

More than two years before I had quit 
the manufacturing of souvenirs—that is, 
the eapitalizing of that business—and had 
withdrawn all my money. My partners 
would run to me so much about first one 
insignificant matter and then another that 
my hours for study were often made value- 
less. Afterward all my money had been 
spent. I had to have quite a bit of dental 
work done—the State did not furnish it 
at that time had to secure a number of 
reference books etc., which the prison 
library did not carry, and then later on I 
bought a good mattress, having secured 
permission to get one. After that I had 
bought shoes—we could either buy our 
own shoes or wear the brogan-like product 
of the prison—also a feather pillow from 
another man and many articles from the 
commissary. 

My account as shown by the balance 
sheet from the outside office was exactly 
thirty-four cents. That would not go far 
toward the purchase of either of the works 
suggested by that editor, to say nothing 
about a typewriter, even if one would be 
allowed—and up to that time there had 
mever yet been such a machine behind 
those walls. 

My situation just then was perhaps 
something like that of a man who told me 
about very nearly starving to death once 
in New York City. He had worn off his 
shoe soles trying to get employment, then 
after getting weak from lack of food he 
stood upon a corner thinking, “Now there 
are hundreds of thousands of persons in 
this city who could and would give me a 
meal—maybe fifty in sight right now—if I 
only knew who they are; but here I am 


on the verge of starvation.” 


So, while I was not suffering much from 
lack of physical nourishment, the odds 
against my getting what was necessary for 
carrying on the writing business loomed 
ew great, that I sat there thinking of how 
many thousands of good people would be 
willing to help one who was trying 30 
hard in face of enormous odds to work 
out his salvation, if one but knew who 
and where they were. I could not think of 
trying to get money from my home people 
—they had been put to a straining ex- 
pense for me while my case was in the 
courts. The type of prisoners who had 
anything would merely tell me, if.I tried 
to borrow from them, that as I was in a 
soft job that was on the side of the 
“screws"—the guards—I could look to 
them. But strict rules forbade the lending 
by any officer of money or anything for me 
—that would be the merest fool’s play 
even to try. 

Several times I had to fight hard against 
that most weakening thing, self-pity. Al- 
ways though I remembered the words of 
Marcus Aurelius: Selt-pity is the nearest 
I knew that the 
only way I might ever hope to meet with 
any success. there was through continued

In fact, you would not stay very long 
in such a world before you would be miss 
ing, for it would be impossible to live ip 
it. The earth would be very much like the 
moon, all waste and barren, without a tree 
or a blade of grass or any sign of life. The 
hardiest little animal or the bravest little 
plant could not hope to live in it. 

We cannot go very far before we meet 
water fh some form. There is the water 
we bathe in, the frst thing in the morning, 
end the water we drink, and the water in 
which we cook things. Then there is the 
water in the rivers and the lakes and the 
springs and the wells and the ocean, 
About three-quarters of the whole surface 
of the earth is covered with water. 

We not only dig wells to find the water 
in the ground, and see it as it fows along 
on the top in rivers and lakes: it falls 
down from the sky, and then we say it 
rains or mists or snows or hails. And 
sometimes it comes right out of the air, ia 
the form of dew. We see it foating along

in the sky, in the form of clouds, or c 
to the ground as fog. . 

There is always water in the air, that 
we can not see, besides that which we, 
see, like the rain and fog and mist. It is a 
good thing for us, too, for dry air 
is not good for the lungs. 

More than two thousand years ago, a 
Greek philosopher, whose name was 
Thales, began to think of all these places 
where water was found, and decided that, - 
since there seemed to be more water than 
anything else, everything must have been 
water in the first place. Of course he was 
wrong, but it is astonishing how many 
things are made partly of water. Even 
Thales did not know that almost all plants 
and animals are from four-fifths to nine 
tenths water. Our own bodies are about 
six-tenths water. 

Thales did not get many people to be- 
lieve that everything was made of water, 
but for a long time everybody believed that 
the world was made of four elements, 
earth, air, fire and water. Then, in 1873, 
a French chemist named Lavoisier proved 
that water was a combination of two sub- 
stances, oxygen and hydrogen. 

In the last few years the men who study 
the earth have told us that we not only 
need water to live now, but that the lite 
on the earth came from water. Ages and 
ages ago, the earth was a flaming ball 
hurled from the sun. Finally it cooled, and 
water began to form on the surface of the 
globe. At first, there were no plants or 
animals to live in the world; but at length 
o little organism began to grow in the 
ocean, and life had begun. Then, after 
thousands of years, little plants and ant 
mals developed, which were thrown out of 
the.water onto the shore, and life began to 
grow on the land. And now, after millions 
of years, the earth is covered with count- 
less forms of plants and animals.

FLOWERS IN THE HOME — 

HB joy that flowers can give in the 
| garden and in the house has never 
been appreciated quite so thorough- 
ly as it is now. The homes are 
few, indeed, where flowers do not appear 
fresh and lovely at such frequent intervals 

that they seem always present. 

No longer is the vase of flowers confined 
to a formal bouquet for the living-room 
and a few biossoms for the dining-room ta- 
ble. Hall, porch, sun parlor, breakfast- 
room and kitchen each has its place for 
flowers, which vie with those in the other 
rooms. Of course, flowers are seldom found 
in every room in the house at one and the 
same time, but they appear now and then in 
different rooms as aa inspiration to those 
who remain at home during the day and 
as a happy note of greeting to the tired 
homecomer at the close of the day. 

Along with this growing feeling for flow- 
ers as a decorative feature and joy-giver, it 
has been discovered that the beauty of 
even the loveliest blossoms is greatly en- 
hanced by selecting appropriate receptacles 
and by the proper arrangement and com- 
bination of the flowers that are used. 


The Capital Sin is 
Overcrowding 


HE worst sin one can commit in flower 
display is to crowd the blossoms tight- 
iy into some unsuitable container. An over- 
crowded vase is as unlovely as an over- 
dressed woman. It is best to err on the 
opposite side, if such a thing is possible. 
The Japanese, in their native habitat, 
are adepts at getting the most beauty out 
of their flowers. Their first law seems to 
be restraint. So they select with care a 
single blossom or a spray or two and either 
by experiment or dy intuition bring into 
use the one receptacle which, of all others, 
seems most appropriate. 
single sprays is still too little appreciated 
with us. Experiment will demonstrate the 
satisfaction of selecting a graceful spray 
of flowers and allowing it to make itself 
felt without competition with other flowers. 
The clever use of a single flower or of a 
few sprays goes a long way to make up 
for a scarcity of flowers, which flat and 
apartment-house dwellers suffer from, un- 
less fresh ones are bought constantly. The 
illustration shows how a few very simple 
sprays may be made highly decorative. In 
this case, the arrangement is a little stiff, 
but it happened that the sprays grew in 
that way. The second smaller illustration. 


shows the value of loose arrangement. 


Of course, all flowers do not lend them- 
selves to a single blossom or spray effect. 
Sweet peas, pansies, lilies of the valley, 
verbena and many others of the less-con- 


-Spicuous flowers are best in open masses. 


But, even with these, overcrowding is fatal. 


in placing such flowers in a vase, each one 


should be placed separately, Jamming a 
handful at a time into the water is sure 
to produce a crowded effect. Often a bunch 
of sweet peas that fails to quite gatisty 
may be divided between two vases and so 
come into their own. The use of some of 
the-foliage helps with nearly all flowers, as 
it softens the effect and gives us more of 
the complete unit. 
Such neutral flowers as baby's breath, 
mignonette, sweet alyssum and statice 
have a place in many bouquets. They soft- 
en the colors and seem to blend them, so are 
especially useful in mixed groupings.

JWEVER beautiful and suitable in ma- 
terial and color a vase may be, it is

Some flowers look best in low bowls, in 
baskets or in jardinieres. There is a pleas- 
ing variety of basket vases, each equipped 
with its metal container, from which one 
may choose. These are especially good for 
long-stemmed flowers that are not too 
heavy, such as snapdragons and stocks and 
also for the mixed bouquets that so many 
gardens are providing these summer days. 

Transparent vases of crystal or glass are 
best adapted for many flowers, as they per- 
mit the stems to be seen. Daffodils and 
jonquils and anemones and all the sister- 
hood of bulbs look best in such contain- 
ers. There is real beauty in the stems of 
such flowers; besides, seeing the whole 
flower gives us the sense of completeness 
that is a satisfaction. 

For roses the single-bud vase of thin 
glass is preferable. In it the perfect rose 
is given every chance to show itself. When 
a half-dozen or more roses are to be placed 
in a single vase, a transparent-glass one 
may be selected or one of lustre or Tiffany 
ware, Glass baskets are especially good 
for the Cecile Brunner or baby rose, as well 
as for other of the smaller roses. 


Some Flowers Look 
Best in Masses 


USTY flowers, like snapdragon, dahlias, 
zinnias and gladiolus are most effec 
tive in masses, when carefully arranged 
without overcrowding. A single dahlia in a 
long stemmed vase is pleasing, and some 
of the lovely varieties of gladiolus are best 
appreciated when displayed singly. Too 
many dahlias, however perfect they may be, 
are apt to be overpowering. Only in a large 
room or group of rooms can such a mass of 
color be assimilated. 
Few flowers are more satisfactory for 
door use than zinnias. These begin to 
blossom in early June and continue to 
flaunt their message of opulent beauty until 
late fall. In them we have all the colors, 
from the brilliant reds and yellows ‘to the 
modified pastel shades in ivory, lavender, 
apricot and pomegranate. These are de- 
Nghtful in mixed colors, as there is an un- 
derlying unity in their diversity, but no one 
who has tried segregating “those of one 
color in a vase can fail to appreciate the 
charming result. Zinnias look well in those 
old-fashioned, tall silver vases that a few 
of us still cherish. 
Flowers for the dining-table are prefer- 
ably low. This for two reasons. ‘First, be- 
cause high vases obstruct the view: and, 
second, because the flowers are too high 
to be properly seen frdm a sitting position. 
A low centerpiece is best. The shallow 
bowl, with “frog-holes” for the individual 
stems, is a wonderful help in arr@hging 
flowers, especially for the table. By its use 
each single flower is given full value with- 
out crowding, and a graceful result is east 
ly obtained. For a formal dinner-table, a 
group of low bowls, clustered about a hig 
er one, is sometimes used. Another plan is 
to have a rather high central vase or bowl, 
with a smaller one at each end of a long 
table. But, as a rule, central bow! is best. 
Flowers should not be kept in bedrooms 
overnight, but this does not prevent hav- 
ing them during the day. A guest never 
feels quite so welcome as when a fresh 
vase of flowers is found in-the room allotted 
him or her. That the flowers should be 
fresh and the water changed frequently 
should go without saying. Yet one some- 
times finds drooping flowers in stale wa- 
ter, which is a sin against both sanitation 
and beauty. 
Hanging baskets are not so much used 
in California as iu cold climates, but they 
have their place in sun parlor and porch. 
These must be kept thriving by a plentiful 
supply of water and by being renewéd 
from time to time. Ferns and other potted 
plants are valuable decorative features 
even én our climate, but, unless they are 


luxuriant, they are of little value. Now 
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ers and plants are never worth while un- 
less they are in prime condition, which 
should be a truism needing no repetition. 


There's a Joyous 
Variety of V ases 
O THE old blown-glass vases, with their 
crude and ugly shapes, the hand-painted 
jars and jugs, the Japanese scenic vases, 
in shapes so little adapted to holding flow- 
ers, are fast disappearing. In their place 
we have a joyous variety of really lovely 
vases well calculated to enhance the beauty 
of thé roses and lilies and zinnias and helio- 
trope and other flashing bits of color they 
are destined to hold. ) 
Unusual flower containers are not diffi- 


cult to find. A black-glass flower- bowl. 
with an orange rim, was recently seen filled 
with French marigolds. - Another little foot- 
ed bow! was of iridescent green glass, just 
deep enough to show to advantage the 
spray of lilacs it held so proudly. An opaque 
bowl of yellow glass looked quite right 


with its mixed pansies, while the Italian 
pottery vase of turquoise blue, holding its 
few Shasta daisies, as shown in the small 
illustration, was what Mr. Wodehouse 
would call “a little piece of all right.”
